GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA. 


These  remain  unchanged,  except  that  the  Child  Welfare 
Clinic  is  now  held  only  twice  monthly,  on  the  second  and  fourth 
Thursdays . 

The  Joint  Hospital  Committee  have  taken  steps  tov/ards 
securing  the  services  of  an  architect  for  the  proposed 
extension  to  the  Isolation  Hospital, 

The  ambulance  facilities  are  unchanged  and  appear  to  be 
adequate,  but  one  would  like  to  see  the  establishment  of  a 
good  First  Aid  Detachment. 

During  the  year  111  cases  were  admitted  into  the 
Isolation  Hospital.  Of  these  the  following  7 v/ere  from  youi* 
district.

SECTION  C.  SANITARY  CIRCUIvETANCE  OF  THE  AREA. 

WATER 

V/ork  was  commenced  on  the  laying  of  the  nev;  high  pressure 
mains,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  it  will  be  completed  before 
summer. 

At  the  moment  of  writing,  plans  for  limestone  filtration 
beds  to  be  laid  do^vn  at  the  springs  are  in  course  of 
preparation.  Since  reporting  last  year  on  the  efficacy  of 
limestone  and  sand  filtration,  I have  obtained  further  results 
of  this  treatment  as  applied  to  water  of  a similar  acidity  and 
source.  The  results  confirm  the  previous  investigations. 

Samples  taken  during  the  year  showed  the  water  to  be 
chemically  and  bacteriologically  pure. 
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SE^ffiRAGE. 


The  new  sewerage  disposal  works  have  acted  efficiently, 
although  sludging  still  gives  some  trouble,  and  alterations  to 
the  grit  sedimentation  charaber  were  found  necessary  owing  to 
the  settling  of  limestone  grit  into  a heavy  solid  mass. 

The  character  of  the  effluent  v/as  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

The  following  list  shows  that  there  are  still  112  closets 
not  on  the  water  carriage  system.  It  is  anticipated  that 
notices  calling  for  conversion  will  be  served  during  the 
present  year.

PUBLIC  CLEAITSING. 

Plans  were  made  to  tidy  the  present  tip,  and  to  cover  and 
level  a large  area  of  exposed  rubbish.  By  these  means,  and 
alterations  in  the  depth  of  tipping,  a very  great  improvement 
has  been  effected.  Further  improvement  v/ill  be  possible  as 
time  goes  on,  and  now  there  is  little  doubt  that  with  efficient 
management  the  existing  tip  can  be  made  good.  It  is  hoped 
that  the  new  chargeman  will  continue  to  carry  out  his  work  in  a 
thorough  manner. 

SWIimNG  BATHS  AND  PQOI^. 

The  Council  decided  not  to  proceed  further  in  the  matter 
of  providing  a swimming  pool.  Such  a facility  v/ould  be  of 
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distinct  benefit  in  promoting  healthy  exercise,  but  while 
regretting  its  absence,  it  must  be  admitted  that  for  a small 
community  the  charge  on  the  rates  would  have  been  appreciable.

The  number  (8)  of  slaughterhouses  remains  the  sane.. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  future  legislation  v/ill  provide  for 
the  elimination  of  many  small  unsatisfactory  premises. 

One  up-to-date  abbatoir  could  serve  quite  \>rell  for  Bakewell 
and  it  need  not  necessarily  be  provided  by  the  Local 
Authority. 

Nuisances  continue  to  arise  from  delay  in  the  removal 
of  offal  and  manure. 

The  following  table  gives  the  number  of  carcases 
inspected  and  the  amount  condemned  as  unfit. 
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In  addition  2 tins  of  Han  about  18  lbs, 


miK  SUPPLY 


The  number  of  cowsheds  and  dairies  on  the  register 
remains  the  same.  Some  premises  have  been  improved,  but  the 
standard  of  others  leaves  much  to  be  desired.  The  handling 
of  the  milk  by  several  retailers  is  most  unsatisfactory, 
though  it  may  not  actually  contravene  legal  requirements.  I 
believe  that  if  consumers  themselves  inspected  the  cowsheds 
and  dairies  from  which  their  milk  supply  comes,  they  would 
secure  a far  higher  standard  of  clean  milk  than  seemspossible 
at  present. 

Seven  samples  were  examined  during  the  year.  Four  of 
these  were  up  to  the  standard  required  for  Accredited  Llilk; 
tv/o  were  very  unsatisfactory. 

BiUOiiHOUSES. 

These  have  been  regularly  inspected  and  \/ith  one  exception 
found  satisfactory.  Representations  have  been  made  tov/ards 
securing  improved  conditions  where  this  was  found  to  be  required. 

OTHER  FOODS 

A consignment  of  a hundred  tins  of  fruit  was  condemned  as 
unfit  and  voluntarily  surrendered.  Notice  was  also  given  to 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  Borough  in  which  the 
supplying  v/arehouse  \ms  situated. 

SECTION  F.  PRSVALSNCE  OF  ilTD  CONTROL  OVER, 

INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

There  is  a marked  diminution  on  the  figures  for  1936. 

Only  one  case  of  diphtheria  was  notified,  this  being  the 
smallest  number  for  several  years.
